be disclosed even to Uxe court, the attorney© or the Jury, 
and cases oif this type ^are tlx© Ttepartment of Justice has been 
ccqpeiled U rofrain frora prosecuting the offenders because of 
eecorlty t^Oloatiorw* She attorney General stated that tlve 
problem ms isportant not only to the Pepartoaent of Justice, 
but also the Departsaonta of State and Bafene© and the A<3C, 
among others* He further stated that because of this Oowrmanfc- 
ai de Interest the problem haa been brought to the attention of 
the Intertteparteflaital CoBEdtteo on Internal Security, operating 
under the National Security Council* 
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As no agency may be more vitally affected by these 
problfsaa than fee CIA, it would appear that wr* should be represmted 
in these discussions in accordance with the provision of the ICXS£>t^«^ 
iwsabf«*s in the consideration of matters udiidh affect such agencies* f 


If in fbct t hm I CIS is actively considering this 
subject, this Ag*w*jy would appreciate having a representative of 
CIA included In the floBrdttee»o working deliberations*
